Iirants|>eiil consider 
able time lust summer in repairingeot 
tages itt Puw Paw I ¡ike and wanted to 
make repairs on Mr. Plummer’s eot 
luge. “Not so, 
Sam," replied the 
judge, “you would steal everything in 
the cottage,’1 suid Sam only smiled as 
sent. 


In the earlier days of Berrien county 
Sam had a gang of thieves which wusa 
terror to the inhabitants. Por years 
he slide grain ami farming implements 
and always was acquitted when ar 
rested, Mr. Plummer was his attor 
ney in his earlier history Ik-fore it was 
known what sort of a man he was. 
Brant had stolen a plow in t'oloma and 
the crowd in the court room was cry 
ing for the conviction of the aeeuseil 
Attorney Plummer was Brant’s coun 
sol and the thief asked his attorney; 


“Had I better prove I bad the pi 
lust spring or last fall?” 


“Provo tho truth,” was the lawyer’s 
reply. 


“Oh, it makes no difference,’’ replied 
Brant, “ I can prove whatever will do 
my case the nuwt good.”

jurors uud after Brant was convicted 
nis lawyer called attention to the 
illegality of the trial {and Bruut was 
dismissed. 


Brant was very smooth, Be had that 
faculty of itdilng the worst tio and 
making it more plausible than the 
truth and no uttorney ever practiced hi 
this couuty who could puzzle Sum on 
tho stand. No cross-exumination could 
be made so hot that it would puzzle 
him and before a jury he always had 
the appearance of a deeply wronged 
and innocent man. 
When Jacob .1. 
Yran Hiper, the present judge of pro­ 
bate, was elected prosecuting attorney 
he made it his especial cure to see that 
Sum Brant was kept behind the bars 
and from that time on the criminal 
gang scattered and Brant had a tough 
tune to make a living during the inter* 
val when he was out of jail.
